shire today. 
> We, suspect that from a national stand- 
point the importance of the presidential pri- 
mary there has been overemphasized. If so, 
overemphasis is the natural’ reaction to the 
opening act of the greatest show on earth— 
the American electorate in action during a 
presidential campaign. 
» The New Hampshire primary has attracted 
national attention because citizens in general 
and political leaders in particular look there 
for the tipoff as to what the American people 
are thinking. Whether the test is a fair one 
is open to question. 

Traditionally, New Hampshire is a Re- 
publican state. Much of it is rural. Its peo- 
ple are conservative in thought. Whether’ the 
state indicates in any degree what the rest of 
the nation is thinking must be considered 
with these facts in mind. We doubt that it 
offers any gauge as to the political trends in 
the highly urban and industrialized states 
of the East and Midwest. 

Actually, there will be few issues decided 
in the New Hampshire vote. The state has 
féwer registered voters than does Fulton 
County in Georgia. 

The major question left unanswered will 
eoncern General Eisenhower. 


Although all opinion polls still show him 
leading the field, particularly among the in- 
dependent voters, the New Hampshire vote 
will, in all likelihood, be deceptive. 

The candidates on hand, Sen. Bob Taft 
and Harold Stassen, have stumped the state. 
They have organized their support. 

The Eisenhower leaders, including the 
leading Republican. political figures in -the 
state, have been dealing with a phantom

Has a Word on Schools 


Native of Greene County, Ga.. graduate 
of the University of Georgia and of the law 
school there, one whose brilliant mind car- 
ried him to the top in law and jurisprudence, 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley is our idea of a 
Southern gentleman, a scholar and an elder 
statesman. 

From his more than three-quarters of a 
century as a Georgian, Judge Sibley has 
been writing “Reminiscences” for Rotalight, 
weekly bulletin of the Rotary Club of 
Marietta. 

In a recent issue of that publication, Judge 
Sibley had this to say in regard to Georgia's 
obligations in education: 


“It is now established law that the 
state, if it furnishes education to white 
citizens, must furnish substantially equal 
opportunity to its colored citizens, re- 
gardiess of who pays the taxes. We are 
making some progress in that direc- 
es. 

“The modern Negroes—some of them, 
at least—have demonstrated an ability to 
learn equal to that of other races. In 
such cases, it seems to me, the sensible 
thing to do is to admit those who are 
prepared to our institutions of higher 
learning because it is neither practical 
nor financially possible to provide equal 
opportunity on a segregated basis at the 
University level. 

“Below that level, however, we are 
by no means ready.to eliminate segre- 
gation in the South. I believe the “‘equal 
opportunity” principle can and should be 
attained in our secondary schools on a 
segregated basis. 

“These comments are made by one 
who was raised in the strictest of so- 
called “Southern Tradition,” but who is 
willing to admit his ideas have changed 
considerably with the passing of the 
years.” 

The author of those words has earned an 
audience among his people. Surely, all 
Georgians can listen with respect to any- 
thing that Judge Sam Sibley has to say. 


Let's Keep the Trains 
Rolling on Schedule 


The really dangerous element connected 
with a railway strike is the effect which it 
has on every section of the economy, on every 
industry, on every business, on national se- 
curity and national defense. 

The railroads are the circulation system 
of the national economy. Their operations 
affect every citizen. If key employees on 
certain key lines take those lines out of busi- 
ness, the entire freight and passenger service 
of the nation soon becomes paralyzed. 

These few key employees cause wholesale 
layoffs of other employees. The effect soon 
filters down to the industries which the rail- 
roads serve, manufacturers, farmers, the Army 
and Navy, and the individual citizens of the 
country. In other words, although railroads 
are a private industry, they are a public util- 
ity in the strictest sense. 

We cannot believe that railroad employees 
want permanent seizure of the roads by an 
agency of government. That is socialism. 
‘We cannot believe that our railroad workers 
desire or wish that development to come 
about. 

However, the roads must be kept operat- 
ing. Management and labor must get to- 
gether on a program which will insure no in- 
terruption in our transportation system. The 
striking unions should take a long look at the 
possible results of their demands. 

One result would be higher freight rates. 
- Higher freight rates, hence higher costs, mean 
higher taxes and less for each defense dollar.

In event of a crop failure the Georgia 
farmer need not put the blame on the seed. 

With 65 varieties and hybrids of 15 dif- 
ferent crops certified in the state, he has a 
selection on which he can count. 

Hugh A. Inglis, Extension Service agron- 
omist in charge of seed certification, has 
pointed out that Georgia now has 33 process- 
ing plants approved for preparing certified 
seeds. 

The crop from which the seed comes is in- 
spected in the fields and again as it is proc- 
essed. The seed itself is tested for purity 
and for germination. 

All this means that the crop improvement 
boys know where to begin. You don’t raise 
good crops from bad seed. It’s good to know 
that the farmer has ample opportunity to get 
off to a safe start.

“That.” we said, “would be 
like getting Everett Crosby's au- 
tograph.” 

Well, sir, when the hysterical 
laughter subsided several split 
seconds later, it occurred that 
there might be a time when 
people actually would want the 
autograph of the elder brother 
of the immortal Bing. Turned 
out just that way last week at 
the Sherry Netherland. Mr. 
Gimbel wanted it. So did Mr. 
Macy. They wanted it on con- 
tracts that would run into astro- 
nomical figures. 


Ev, who ts Bing’s business 
manager, was showing off the 
latest facet of the Old Groan- 
er’s empire. It is a consider- 
able empire. How the man 
ever gets time to sing and act 
is one of the major mysteries 
of the time. 


A few years ago Bing, search- 
ing about for some way in which 
to have a little fun with his 
money before the government 
took it, established the Crosby 
Research Foundation. He an- 
nounced he would put money in 
anything that looked like a good 
idea, or “fulfilled a need never 
before satisfied,” or “established 
a demand for items which have 
never existed.”

In February we Georgians, 
with some help from across the 
Alabama line, put 925 gallons 
of blood in 
the Red Cross 
bank. That 
much blood 
would almost 
fill the tank 
on a gasoline 
truck. Not on one of those long- 
haul jobs—they carry 5,000 or 
more—but 925 would make a 
load for the wagon from which 
the local distributor feeds his 
country filling stations. 

Last month’s 925-gallon take 
(7,399 pints) was divided almost 
evenly between shipments to 
the armed forces and deposits 
at the civilian hospitals in the 
Atlanta region. 

What whole blaod and blood 
plasma mean at the front is told 
in these figures: 

In World War I, the mortality 
rate among wounded men who 
reached hospitals was 10 in 
every 100. In World War II, it 
was five in every 100. But in 
Korea today the number of 
wounded soldiers who die after 
they reach forward hospitals is 
less than 3 in 100. 

World War II taught the life- 
saving benefits of blood trans- 
fusions. After the war, thought- 
ful national leaders saw the ad- 
vantages of continuing the’ pro- 
gram. 

They saw in the American 
Red Cross the one agency that 
could carry through. The choice

was logical. A great project 
aimed at direct benefit to the 
American people could be han- 
dled best by the people them- 
selves through their Red Cross. 

So the Red Cross took on the 
National Blood Program. The 
Atlanta Regional Center, the 
second set up in the nation, is 
now fgur years old. 


Red Cross blood is given free. 
Its collection costs money. Red 
Cross personnel who give full 
time to the program must be 
paid. (Nationally, Red Cross is 
an $85,000,000 business. The ad- 
ministrative expense is small as 
compared to other businesses of 
that size.) 

In the Atlanta area, collect- 
ing, packaging, processing and 
delivering a pint of blood costs 
about $4.90. This year almost 
half the Atlanta chapter’s budget 
goes for blood service. 

It’s worth it, every penny of it. 

If you haven’t paid your Red 
Cross “dues,” stop to figure 
what a pint of that blood would 
be worth to you if your life, or 
that of your child, depended 
on it. 

So you couldn’t afford to give 
that much? 

Then just give in proportion 
—a life at stake in contrast to 
that dollar you used to get away 
with before blood program and 
A-bombs and civil defense in- 
creased the value of Red Cross 
as a stand-by for whatever may 
happen,

Commissioners 


Map Their Plans 


County commissioners of Georgia are point- 
ing toward one big program and one big cam- 


paign this year. 


First comes their annnal con- 


vention in Savannah, April 21-22, which will discuss not only the 
commissioners’ chief interest—road building—but also will high- 


light education, welfare, and industrial development. 


Second, is 


the intensification of a campaign to pass two constitutional amend- 
ments in the general election next November. 


One of the proposed amend- 
ments will be the subject of a 
battle. "The commissioners are 
backing an amendment to ear- 
mark gasoline tax collections 
for road-building purposes. 
This is being opposed by the 
Georgia League of Women 
Voters, who oppose earmarking 
tax funds for any purpose. The 
other amendment has but little 
opposition. The women voters 
join with the commissioners in 
endorsing the proposal to cut 
the state property tax from five 
mills to one-fourth of one mill, 


Much of the commissioner- 
sponsored legisiation fell by 
the wayside in the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The 
commissioners’ bill (HB 841) 
to eliminate the 4 per cent 
welfare payments now re- 
quired of counties was fa- 
vored by the ways and means 
committee, but was never 
called for debate. Of the wel- 
fare payments, the Federal 
Government puts up 67 per 
cent, the state 29 per cent, 
and the counties 4 per cent. 


A bill in which the commis- 
sioners were particularly inter- 
ested passed the Senate, but 
died in the House ways and 
means committee. It would have

permitted county commissioners 
to contract with expert appraisal 
firms for the purpose of revalu- 
ating property in the counties 
for tax assessment purposes, It 
was not a mandatory bill. 

The House passed, but a 5en- 
ate committee killed a bill 
which would have required mo- 
torists to pay their property 
taxes on cars when they obtain 
their license plates. The com- 
missioners had fought for such a 
proposal in the past, contend- 
ing that thousands of tax dol- 
lars are being lost annually by 
tax dodgers. The Senate motor 
vehicles committee killed two 
such bills, the commissioners 
said. 

The commissioners saw some 
bills killed which they particu- 
larly wanted to be killed. Chief 
of these was a proposal to in- 
crease the weight and length of 
trucks. The commissioners al- 
ways have opposed any move to 
put heavier trucks on the high- 
ways, contending they tear up 
the roads. 

The commissioners also were 
happy over the defeat of House 
Bill 329 which, although they 
said it had some desirable fea- 
tures, would have eliminated 
the present blue book evalua- 
tions on automobiles. 

President Arthur Solomon of 
Savannah has switched the 
commissioners’ convention pro- 
gram so as to hold the visitors 
through the final night. A ma- 
jor entertamment feature of 
each year’s program has been 
changed from Monday night to 
Tuesday night. Speakers this 
April will include Governor 
Talmadge, GEA President Jim 
Cherry, State Department of 
Commerce Secretary Clark 
Gaines, State Highway Depart- 
ment Secretary George McDon- 
ald, Ed Peel of the Georgia Bap- 
tist Hospital, and Ward Forman, 
of Springville, Ala., president of 
the National Association of 
County Officials. John Sam- 
mons Bell, of Atlanta, attorney 
for the commissioners’ associa- 
tion, will discuss the legislative 
aims for the future.

“Other officials, at the same 
hour, took over La Cabana (a for- 
tress across the bay from Ha- 
vana), the quartermaster’s depot, 
the air force and the navy.” 


MILITARY JUNTA 

An hour and 17 minutes later, 
he had control of every military 
post in Cuba. 

“TI did it with captains and lieu- 
tenants. Before the revolution 
started, we formed a_ military 
junta of 15 or 20 of them.’”’ 

Batista said constitutional guar- 
antees would have to be suspended 
for 45*davs in order to preserve 
public order. He added that Con- 


gress, not now in session, likewise 


was suspended for the same pe- 
riod. 

“We are not going to abuse anv- 
body, but we have the duty of pro- 
tecting the people,’ Batista de- 
clared. 


“WON'T HIT PRESS” 


“The suspension of guarantees 
applies to press and radio, but we 
have dictated not one single meas- 
ure against the press.’”’ 

Asked who would be chief of the 
interim government, Batista said: 

“Possibly I will be prime min- 
ister and, by virtue of that, chief 
of the government.” 


He said his council of ‘ministers 
had started work immediately to 
determine the future form of gov- 
ernment. 

Batista was a declared presi- 
dential candidate in the elections 
scheduled for June 1. Backed by 
the United Action Party, he cam- 
paigned on an antiadministration 
platform. 

CAN'T SUCCEED SELF 

Prio, who was elected in June, 
1948, cannot be a candidate for re- 
election, since Cuban law—adopted 
when Batista was president im 1940 

prohibits a president from serv- 
ing two straight terms. 

Prio's Authentic Revolutionary 
Party had nominated Carlos Hevia, 
former secretary of state, for the 
post. 

Another candidate was Roberto 
Agramonte, leader of the Orthodox 
People’s Party. 

Agramonte had accused Batista 
of being a ‘‘phony opposition candi- 
date’’ who made a deal with Prio 
to take away votes from the Peo- 
ple’s Party.” 

“WILL HONOR PACTS” 

As for international relations, Ba- 
tiste said: 

“We will honor all agreements. 
pacts, treaties, obligations and 
compromises of every kind with 
other nations, and try to improve 
out relations with them.’”’

He has not said a single new thing 
in this campaign, but he has been 
on the attack all the time against 
the gaps in Eisenhower's record, 
and against the waste, corruption 
and cost of the administration and 
its policies. This may not have 
won him the preference of the vot- 
ers, but it undoubtedly sent him 
out of here with more votes than 
when he came in. 


ANGERED TAFT 

2 The tactics of the Kisenhower 
managers have heen original, 
say the least. First, they empha- 
sized the theme that Taft couldn't 
win, if nominated, which angered 
Taft and led to his direct assault 


on Ike's obligations to the admin-' 


istration. 

Then they took the line that they 
shouldn't criticize Taft’s foreign 
policy voting record—which few 
voters here seem to know much 
about—on the ground that if they 
did so and he were finally nom.- 
nated, the Democrats would use 
theie anti-Taft statements against 
Taft in the July-November cam- 
paign. 

4. Taft used no such restraint 
He did not hesitate go criticize 
Eisenhower. He did not say that 
he shouldn't attack Ike for fear 
of hurting him later in the cam- 
paign. Thus, the Eisenhower camp 
went through all of-the campaig 
without the presense of Eisenhower 
and most of the campaign without 
counterattacking Tart’s arguments.

' The day was sweet and balmy and our snake charmer friend

Dangerous as Sneeze 


Surveys made by medical offi- 
cers of the U. S. Public Health 
Service in various urban and ru- 
ral parts of the country at vari- 
ous times in the year showed 
that three-fourths of the illness, 


medical and surgical, attended 
by physicians, is directly or in- 
directly due to respiratory infec- 
tion. 

The prevention of respiratory 
infection therefore is or should 
be the paramount purpose of all 
public health administration and 
personal health care. 


It is conceivable that under ex- 
ceptional conditions certain re- 
spiratory infections may be air- 
borne in the sense that the germ 
or virus floats about or is car- 
ried by the air from the first 
person who develops the disease 
to other persons in the neighbor- 
hood or community—or even to 
persons miles away. But at the 
same time it is notable that near- 
ly all the classical examples of 
such air-borne infection are his- 
torical, legendary or hypothet- 
ical,
